PHOENIX (Ariz.) Feb. 9.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch. The expected happened 
today and the proposed Constitution 
for Arizona was ratified by the voters 
by an overwhelming majority. 
Almost the solid Democracy sup- 
ported it, joined by a large number of 
Republicans who favored the initia- 
tive, referendum and recall. 
Results indicate the voters paid no 
attention to warnings from Washing- 
ton that the Constitution would not 
be approved by Congress and the 
President if these features were not 
cut out, and stood for the freak de- 
spite the opposition of nearly all the 
Arizona newspapers of both parties. 
Even Tucson, where a large nega- 
tive vote was expected, returned a 
majority of over 500. Florence is the 
only town that returms a negative 
plurality and that of a single vote. 
VOTE GENERALLY LIGHT. 
Pima county, which sent a solid 
Republican delegation to the Consti- 
tutional Convention, and was regard-. 
ed as a stronghold of the anti-con- 
Etitutionists, voted overwhelmingly in 
favor of ratification. 
Everywhere the vote was light, due 
to the fact that ratification was 
simply a question of majority. In 
Phoenix, where 2047 votes were cast 
for delegates to the Constitutional 
convention in September, the total 
number of ballots today was 1641, of 
which 1209 were for ratification and 
432 for rejection. The sixteen prin- 
cipal precincts of Maricopa county re- 
turned 2057 votes for approval of the 
Constitution, and 654 against. 
OTHER RETURNS. 
Twenty-two precincts of Maricopa 
county gave a vote of 2255 in favor 
of the Constitution, and 730 against. 
In Pinal county the vote for ratifi- 
Cation will be 75 per cent. of the total.

Greenlee county, minus five small 
precincts, gives 500 for and 07 
against. in Graham county's three 
precincts the vote stands 494 
to .

He was lodged in the Willits jan and 
the news of his arrest flashed to Los 
Angeles together with a minute de- 
scription, tallying to the last detail 
with that of the wanted man.

Perjury Become a Profession 
in Local Courts. 


District Attorney After the 
| False Witnesses. 


One Confesses, Other Will 
| Be Prosecuted. 


The District Attorney's office is now 
in the midst of a campaign against per- 
jurers. So notorious has become the 
practice of false swearing in this coun- 
ty that it has become necessary to take 
radical steps to put an end to it. 

The public prosecutors have nog only 
found that many persons are willing to 
lie, when under oath to tell the truth, 
in order to win a suit. but that there 
has existed in this county 4 band of 
professional perjurers who sold their 
falseness to whatever side of the case 
would pay the most money. 

The attention of the District Attor- 
ney was first attracted to the practice 
of falsely swearing by the fact that 
certain witnesses repeatedly appeared 
for the deferidants when members of 
one race were under prosecutiua. 

An investigation was made and re- 
sulted in the discovery that certain 
men were banded together to furnish 
test! y of the kind which was sought 
by those who had money. The charge 
of perjury is one of the most d ‘ficult of 
all of the .elonies to prove, and the 
prosecutors moved slowly in their prep- 
arations to bring the offenders to jus- 
* The perjurers grew suspicious and 


The probe was extended into civil as 
well as criminal procedures with a re- 
sult that three charges of perjury are 
pending in the court of one justice 
alone. Heretofore, such prosecdions 
have been raréties.
